This generous gift, because of its magnitude and the broad 
scope of its conditions, meets a vital need of the Library, and 
the town owes a debt of sincere gratitude to the public spirit- 
ed donor. 

The Mary Tuck Rand Memorial Fund has been increased 
by ten dollars ($10.00), the gift of the Every Other Tuesday 
Club. The Abenaqui Camp Fire Girls have contributed 
money for the purchase of a reading lamp for the Librarian’s 
desk. A beautiful snowy owl, the gift of Mr. Frank Patrick, 
has been added to the bird collection; and other gifts of inter- 
est and value are a camouflaged German helmet, presented by 
Dr. Perey Drake, and a bayonet used in the Revolution from 
Master Cecil Reed. 
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On August 24th a Silver Tea and Sale was held at the 
Library at which the sum of one hundred and thirty four dol- 
lars ($134.00) was realized. This money was intended pri- 
marily for the purchase of bocks; but with the announcement 
of the book fund from Mr. Drake, it seemed justifiable to use 
a part for other purposes. A balance of forty-one dollars 
($41.00) left from the emergency fund created a few years 
ago was used toward the purchase of a low reading table and 
two chairs for the use of the children. The total cost of this 
new furniture was seventy-five and a half dollars ($75.50), of 
which thirty and one half dollars ($30.50) was used from the 
silver tea money. As the supply of printed stationery has been 
exhausted a limited amount of paper and die for same was also 
purchased from this money. 

The Library Board is not unmindful of the increased re- 
sponsibilities and opportunities that come with the growth of 
its resources. Great care must be exercised in the selection of 
books, and it is well to remind the Library patrons that while 
it is our aim to buy the best of the new fiction, it is not wise 
to flood our shelves with literature that has no lasting value. 

To meet the necessary expenses of administration and up- 
keep, your trustees ask for an appropriation of one thousand | 
dollars ($1000.00) for the coming year.

Report of School Board 


Citizens of Rye: 


Our schools are in a very satisfactory condition and will 
compare favorably with those of other towns in equipment, 
cost of maintenance, and accomplishment. 

It is unfortunate that the fiscal town year and that of the 
schools do not end at the same time so that a full report could 
be made of the same period. Under the circumstances it is 
found necessary to report not only one full year, but to give a 
supplementary report for the year 1921-22. 

The school year, 1920-21, ended July 30, 1921. We submit 
a report for the entire year. Of the total amount available for 
1920-21 ($11,683.77) there was left a balance of $44.77; 
there was in addition $176.00 received from North Hampton 
for tuition. Out of this $220.77 was paid $110.00 to the City 
of Portsmouth for High School tuition, so there was available 
for the year 1921-22 $12,360.77. Of this amount $1,000.00 
was for an additional teacher at the Junior High. To make 
the necessary alterations to accommodate this teacher cost 
$520.00. A room was fitted up in the basement for manual 
training and the room formerly used for that purpose taken 
for a recitation room. Other items under the head of minor 
repairs and expenses are: Shingling one side of the West 
School, $125.00; cement steps, $16.50; $490.00 was spent 
for such things as clothes racks at Wedgewood School, ciling 
flocrs, painting blackboards, cleaning vaults, the regular 
‘spring cleaning,’ washing floors, desks, chairs, and cupboards, 
new curtains, glazing, etc. 

Teachers’ salaries, the largest item of expense, is this year in 
excess of previous ones. Last year it totaled $5,877.30; this 
year it is $7,300.00. That this extra outlay has been justi- 
fied by results there can be no doubt in the mind of an un- 
prejudiced critic. The statistics of the superintendent show 
improvement, and the most careless observer must note the 
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- difference in the morale of the schools. Such a splendid 
corps of teachers is a matter for congratulation. We should 
support them, not only financially, but extend that moral sup- 
port, sympathy, and co-operation so essentially necessary to 
their continued success. There are always serious problems 
in school work; these can best be understood by familiarizing 
one’s self by actual contact. Parents are urged to visit school 
at least once a year. 

There are some necessary improvements and repairs. With- 
out exception the ceilings and walls of the schools should be 
whitened or tinted. At the Wedgewood School the basement 
windows should be protected by iron screens. Wherever there 
is an unused well a pump of the non-freeze type shculd be 
placed. It would add to the comfort (and possibly health) of 
the children, if, in winter, windows ¢ uld be placed in the open 
passages leading to the toilets. 

An effort has been made to have a stock room at the Wedge- 
wood School. By purchasing supplies in quantity at the be- 
ginning of the year and distributing them upon the written 
requisition of the teacher, it is thought better service at lower 
cost can be obtained. In this way necessary supplies would 
always be on hand and available without delay. While only 
a beginning has been made, it is hoped in the future to get 
results of some importance. 

To January 15, 1922, $7,096.01 of the appropriation for 
1921-22 had been expended, leaving a balance of $5,264.76 
for the remainder of the year.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Rye School Board: 


I am pleased to submit my fourth annual report as super- 
intendent of schools. I also transmit to you the reports of 
your supervisors of music and school physician, and the tabu- 
lation of the customary school statistics. 


Work of the Year 


A careful diagnosis of the scores made in the standard tests, 
which were given in the fundamental subjects last spring, 
seem to show practically the same short-comings as were evi- 
dent in the tests of the year before. However, low scores in 
general were made in most all grades in writing, as well as in 
reading and composition, which was not true the year before. 
I know our teachers tried for the remainder of last year and 
~ are trying very hard this year to improve our standing, par- 
ticularly in these subjects, and I am hopeful of much better 
results in this year’s tests. On the other hand, I do not believe 
we can overcome these failures entirely, because my conclu- 
sions, as to the underlying reasons for them, is our present 
organization of six grades to the teacher in the elementary 
schools. Since these schools are almost sure to increase in 
numbers, as I showed last year, it is only a matter of a short 
time, when we will be compelled to relieve the strain upon 
the teachers in them, by transferring the sixth and possibly 
the fifth grades to the school at the Center and employing 
another teacher. 

The employment of the third teacher in the Junior High 
the last year has proved to be well worth the added expense. 
It has not only relieved the work of all teachers there, but has 
made it possible for them to teach much more effectively the 
strictly high school subjects, besides allowing considerably 
more time to review and give additional drill in the elementary 
subjects, in which they have found pupils entering grade 
seven poorly prepared. 
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Teachers 


Only one of our staff of teachers concluded her services with 
us last June. We were able to secure Miss Gladys Morehouse 
to fill this vacancy, who has done excellent work. As second 
assistant in the Junior High school we secured Mrs. Flavia 
Page, a graduate of New Hampshire State College, who has 
ably filled this position. All cur other teachers have con- 
tinued to do the good work they did last year; in fact, prac- 
tically in every case, they have done considerably better 
work, because of further training and experience. | 


Attendance 


The per cent of attendance, 92.8 last year, was the best it 
has been since five years ago when it was 94.9. The number 
of cases of tardiness last year was 336 or 49 less than during 
the previous year. This is a creditable improvement, yet there 
ought not to be more than one third as many tardinesses. I 
like to believe that both this improvement in attendance and 
tardiness is an indication of a more serious purpose on the part 
of the pupils themselves, as well as due to the hearty co- 
operation of the parents oat the teachers. 


School Buildings 


I pointed out some of the defects in our present school plant 
in my reports of two and three years ago, and wish to: call 
your attention to. those sections for reconsideration. Since 
building costs have been so materially reduced, it seems’ to 
me that it is now time for the district to adopt a progressive 
policy of remodelling one of our rural schools each, year to con- 
form to standard requirements of light, ventilation, etc. I 
believe this could be done at the South School with compara- 
tively small expense. By merely reversing the seating of the 
pupils they would get much better light from their left or the 
side next to the road, besides receiving the additional light from 
the two windows, now closed, at their front... This would give 
us nearly standard light, from the left and rear of, the pupils, 
with the major light from their left. | 


ir boom 
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We should substitute slate blackboards for our present 
plaster or fibre boards, which in most cases are in poor condi- 
tion. At least we should put in slate boards in each rural 
school on one side, preferably at the pupils’ front, at the first 
opportunity. : 

Health Supervision 


A study of the report of the school physician shows good re- 
sults obtained, I believe. Total number of defects found last 
year was only 123, whereas the previous year 143 were dis- 
covered. Number of cases treated last year, or 35, which was 
about one fourth the number of cases found the previous year, 
was more than twice as many as were treated after the former 
examination. The most frequent defect found again proves 
to be defective teeth, showing the great need of a dental 
clinic for Rye children. This would be a very worthy object 
for our local Parent-Teacher Association or Red Cross Chapter 
to work for. The results of the health supervision, I believe, 
show the need of a school nurse for the very important “follow 
up work,” in getting more pupils treated, thereby making 
them better mentally, as well as more physically fit for their 
school and life work. 

School Costs 

One thing, which I believe will be interesting to you is the 
comparison of costs of schools in the different districts of this 
union for last year. I have computed the same on the basis of 
cost per pupil of average membership. 

Cost per pupil of average membership, 1920-21:

These figures were obtained by omitting extraordinary 
payments, such as for repairs, remodelling, etc., and counting 
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only the necessary running expenses of the schools. They 
illustrate to a certain extent the business efficiency of the man- 
agement of all our schools, by the different school boards, at a 
time when all school costs had been mounting rapidly. You 
will note the cost per pupil of average membership is as low 
for Rye as for any town of this union, with two exceptions; 
besides the total cost for Rye includes the cost for two years 
of High School work, i.e., beyond the eighth grade. It is well 
to remember this fact, since the cost per pupil in the secondary 
or High Schools everywhere is much greater than in the ele- 
mentary schools. 

This low cost of Rye schools does not necessarily mean bet- 
ter management, however, since we must take into considera- 
tion the efficiency of the service rendered as well as the figures. 
The principal reason for this lesser cost of our schools is the 
fact that we have many more pupils per teacher than in some 
of the other districts. Since we now employ another teacher, 
the cost per pupil this present year will be somewhat increased; 
however, we are getting much better service than formerly. 
The board is to be congratulated since you have been able to 
keep at a comparatively low level the expenses of the schools, 
at a time when all school costs, such as teachers’ salar‘es, 
textbooks, suppl’es, etc., have just about doubled ‘n price. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation of your ccunsel 
and cordial support, and of the co-operation of the parents 
and teachers in making the school work.a success.
